From Red. Terror | 
‘Edirna, Turkey, Sept. 6—Vasil Mavrodia, a 20- | | 


year-old Bulgarian farmor with a bewildered d 
frightened look on hie face, has just ciasagad iis 


escape across one.. of . the 


most | tightly-guarded 


borders in the world—from Bulgaria to Turkey. 


Dressed in brown woollen 
narrow-legged pensant trou- 
sers, wide red and white 
striped sash anda black 
and = white checked shirt, 
Mavrodia sat ina Turkish 
prison cell here and told 
how and why he ran away 
from his little nutive village 
of ‘Arapli in Elhova 
province, 18 miles from the 
Turkish border. 

“The trouble began when my 
uncle gave me a white ballot to 
cast agalnst the Communist 
government In the recent clec- 
tlons,” he sald. "My uncle is a 
religious man and has more 
education than IL I-onty went 
to school six years. 

“My uncle was always. talk- 
ing against the Communists and 
sald they were ruining our 
country... I listened to him be- 
couse I was angry, too. My 
father owned 130 dekars 
Jand but the Communists = say 
now he must give 80 or 90 
dekars for the kolhoz (collec- 
tive). They are taking the best 
part of our farm and leaving 
the worst. And for a family of 
six we must have at least 70 
delars of good land even for a 
bare living. 

BEATEN BY POLICE 

“So when my uncle gave mo 
the white ballot IT was angry 
enough, to put it In the box. But 
the Communists noted all tho

snames of those who cast white 


‘bnllots and a few days Inter the 
They 
asked me why I gave the white 
vote. They only beat me a 
little -but. they beat my uncle 
much more. 

“A few days Inter he tried to 
eseape into Turkey and was 
enught. They took him away 
somewhere. Then I became 
afraid and decided I would try 
to escape, too, It wns best to 
fo to Turkey because it was 
near and, my uncle said he had 
heard on the foreign radio that 
Turkey would accept refugees. 


OTHERS CAUGHT 

“The village watchman want- 
ed to escape, too, and another 
man, so the three of us_sct out 
together at sunset on June 4. 
The watchman had’ his watch- 
man's gun. But when we were 
going through the forest we 
were suddenly surrounded by 
six soldiers.on horses. They 
took the watchman'’s gun © and 
sent one of the soldicrs to 
stuard us and take us to prison. 

“It was still dark and when 
we were going through a thick 
part of the forest I escaped 
again, The soldier shot nt me 
but he could not follow because 
of his other two prisoners. 1 
don't know what happened to 
them. : 

“T kept going In the direction 
I thought was Turkey. The 
hext morning some Turkish 
soldiers -caught-me-and -T- knew. 
was neross the boundary.” 
CALL HIM LUCKY

In 
nddition to patrols, every vil- 
Jager and peasant in the border 
region ts required to report to 
the police twice dally, when he 
goes to his fields to works and 
when he returns, A villager is 
punished even for faillng to re=- 
port any missing member of his 
group at night.
